songs of n French revolutionnry charaeter,
some of thom degenerate and othérs puerile,
waore "Co dea™ (MIL Wil Ge''), composed ns
a compliment to  Benjamin Frankling
“Madame de Veto,” written as n satire on
Mario Antoinette, and *‘Doston,” a song of
the proletarint expressing o hope for the
suceess of the American revolution. These
he enumeratod before getting over to this
gida of the Atlantie and having some amuse-
ment ot the expense of the Pilgrim FPathers,
whom, he gaid, Lrowght with then in the
Mayllower only five tunes, one of which was
“Old Hundred.”  Of Boston in 1673 it was
siid: “There are no musicians by trade, A
dancing school was estublished, but it was
put down and a [encing school put up o its
pliace.”

Origin of Yankee BDaoodle,

“It wust not be thought, sald Mr. Elson,
that ‘Yankee Doodle® (8 an orlglnally Amer-
fean song. It like many others, developed
through o process of plaglarism,. There was
an old English dancing tune of the time of
the Sixteenth century (which Mr. Elson
pluyed) so shniilar that It would now be gl-
mout aceepted for *Yunkee Doadle’ by o not
too discerning ear. That was 'Lucy Loghket
Lost Her Pocket,” sung In the days of
Charles 11 and sald to have even been sung
in derision of Oliver Oromwell, Its next
stage wan when Dr. Behuckburg, a surgeon
of Abercrombie’'s army In the coloninl war
between Eogland and France composed the
‘Macaroni’ phase of it. “Macaronl® was an
English derisive term for the French. Thls
was In 1766, Then the Britlsh (o time
learned to sing:

Yaunkee Doodle cama 1o town

For to get o fireloch,

Dut we will tur and feather him;
Bo wo will John Mancock

“The Pritish employed It as o ‘Hogue's
march' until the surrender of Cornwallis
put an end to that fort of thing and ¢ ¢
that event the Americans took It up as thelr
own. At the time the trealy of Ghent wos
bolng settled In 1816, Heonry Clay was o-
formed that the ambassadors of England
and France were at a loss to know what o
have the band play as an Ameriean nationsl
air. Henry Clay ordered his colored valet
to whistle 'Yankee Deodle,' and told the
band to ‘play that' Thug it was first heard
In Eurepe as the patlonal alr of this coun-
try. ‘Hail Columbia' has since been unl-
vergally accorded recogultion ag such by the
European nations.

“The tune of ‘Hall Columbin' also had an
English orlglo. It was composed by & Pro-
fessor Pheyles, a German, at Philadelphia in
1788, for the inauguration of tha Peed vepal,
dent of the United Stutes to replace the old
Washing'o2'n Mo eh." The words were com-
posad by an American in 1798, This was
My, (afterwards Judge) Hopkinson, Charles
Fox, the pelor, then gung it at a Philadel-
phia theater*

Mr. Elson had in his possession a copy of
the first edition of the song with the title
anuoupeement

proudly waving In the breeze, he was flred
with a patriotie spirit and spt down #and
composed the soul-stirring words:

Whit so proudly we hatled at the twi-
light's last gleaming?

Tha munle, though, eame from a London
bacchignallan ¢lub, In 1760 Dr. Arnold. one
of the bon vivants of this club, aa his con-
tribution of dublons genius——ench member
helug  expected to do something In this |
lne—composed a song, “To Anacrcon in !
Henven," which had the very alr adapted |
to “The Star Spangled Banner In course |
of time, and it and the tune became a
favorite drinking song In England, The
first real ndaptation of the alr in this coun-
try wana in 1798, the snme yenar “"Hall Co-
lumbia' was writien, when Robert Treat
Palne composed ""Adams and Liberty” as
the words to It:

Yo sons of Columbin who bravely fought

For thoese righte which, unstained;, from
your sireg have descinded,

And It had the refrain:
Noter ghnll the sons of Columbin be slaves

While the earth boars a plunt or the sea
rolls §ts wives,

Washington in that tlme was almost del-
fled amd Palne had omitted any refefence
to him—a grave fault, indeed. So, ot a din-
noer, Major Ben Husaell locked Palne in a
roam with the threat that he would gel “no
dinner and no wine' untll he had composed
A verse nhout the country’s hero, Thus the
verse came Lo be written, not Inspired by
wine, but by the want of wine. A Halti-
more newspaper printed both this and Mr,
Key's song after the battle of Fort MeHenvy,
The publishers paid Mr. Paine $750 for the
copyright—un fabulour sum in those days.

Tankes Up Wnre Songws.

Several sen songd wore recolled by
Elson, partlcularly one recognizing the
“handindes of the Yankees," und due to the
defeat of Captain Diores at the battle he-
tween the Constitution and the Gurricre,
the latter the British terror of that day,
It was a very splrited gong and recalled the
wager of a hat which Captain Dacres and
Captain Hull, the vietor, had made provi-
ougly at n London ¢lub, when they con-
temiplnted the possibility of some sort of o
contingency that would put the respectlive
merits of the two vessels to o test. Another
gea song wns oue of peace and comimem-
orited the gallant conduet of the American
scnmen at the Apia (Enmon) storm in 1880,

Among the gongs of the clvil war “Dixie™
wus & nationnl pieture of southern life, fit-
ting, ingouciant and, Hke “Yaukee Doodle,™
standing for something, The simple north-
ern song, "'Glory. Glosy, Hallelujah," o1
“John Brown’s Pody,” had jts origin In an
old Methodist hymn, running:

Say, brother, will you meet us?
Say, brother, will you meet us?

Say, bhrother, will you meot us
On Canaan's happy shore?

Mr.

Jeaus Hves nnd relgns forever,
Jesus llves and relzne forever,
Joestus lives and reigns forover

On Canunan’s happy shore,

The chorus belng:

Glory, glory, hallelujuh,

Canaan's happy #hore.
“One of the Massachusetts regiments nt
Fort Wurren, near Boston, fell into singing
It while throwing up some earthworks, sald
Mr. Elson, “and, of course, It naturally de-
veloped some varintions. There was a typl-
el Scotchman amopg them, named John
Brown, and In their fun the boys started
tie story that this particular John Brown
wns dead, for the boys Knew little and cared
less for the other John Brown. Accordingly

WASHINGTON, July 1L.—The American
members of the commission appolnted by
the president under the act annexing Hawall
to the United States were In conference at
the capitol today.

Senator Cullom was ehosen chalrman of
the commission and other officials desig-
nated.  Mr. M. W. Blomenthal, one of the
official reporters of the seunate, was ap-
pointed reporter of the commission, It was
decided that the entive clerical foree khould
be composed of emploves of the senate, in
order not to unnecessarily add to the salury
roll of the commisgion.

It was impossible to fix a definite time of
departure, but August 1 was agreed upon
as the epproximate date for salllng from
San Franeisco,

It ig expected that about two months’
time will Yo spent In Hawall and the com-
misglon hopes to have lts recommendations
prepared by the opening of the next gession
of congress,

There was some discussion at todny's
this was nccegsarily Informal. 8o far as
opinlon was expressed I was favoralile to
the adoption of the existiug Hawalian
statutes,

Se¢nator Morgan gave the other members
of the commission much lnformation con-
cerning these laws, speaking of the legul
sysiem under the present Hawallan govern-
ment us one excellently adapted to local
conditions,

Among the questions with which the com-
misglon will have to deal are the publie
lande, the elective franchise and fortitici-
tiong,

The members of the commission generally

to protect the islands agalnst all possible
foes by erccting fortifications, aud by maln-
tulning a force sufficlent for emergency.

The present lund luws of the island are
quite complicated and the chief end in view
when they were formulated was that of
Inducing white Immigration, The proba-
bilities are that they will be retained under
the new system in the mein,
